William Zeigler, jr.’s Esposa boost- 
ed the Virginia bred earnings to an- 
other high mark for a weekly toll 
when she turned in a somewhat un- 
expected victory over Rex Flag and 
eleven other contenders in the Butler 
Handicap at Empire City last Satur- 
day to cop the winner’s share of $19,- 
400. With Tatterdemalion, who twice 
headed her this season, and the much 
vaunted Fighting Fox far back in the 
running, the 6-year-old Espino— 
Quick Batter mare, making her third 
attempt at this mile and three-six- 
teenths stake, drove across the finish 
to her first triumph in six outings 
this year and set a new track record 
of 1:57 3-5 for the distance. 

The twenty-nine other Virginia 
progeny who scored during the past 
week contributed their various win- 
nings to bring the total up to $38,- 
080, reckoning from June 13th _ to 
June 19th inclusive.

So many people have an idea that 
jelly and jam making is a most stu- 
pendous job. They think if the cook 
is going to ‘‘put up” anything she has 
to be given the entire day and every- 
one has to go out for meals or eat

pretty slick yourself. It’s no trouble 
*to make a few glasses of preserves 
than it is to make any other dish.

Spiced Crab Apple Jelly 

5 pounds of crab apples 

1 pint water 

1 pint vinegar 

1 tablespoon whole cloves 

1 tablespoon mace blades 

1 tablespoon cinnamon bark bits 

Tie the spices in a bag made of 
cheesecloth. Cook apples with water. 
spices and vinegar till soft. Drain 
and finish as regular apple jelly. Use 
% of a cup of sugar to each cup of 
juice. 


Grape Conserve 

8 pounds grapes 

2 oranges, sliced 

1% pounds raisins, seeded 

4 pounds sugar 

Wash the grapes and press the pulp 
from the skins. Cut the oranges in 
quarters and slice very thin through 
both pulp and skin. Cook the grapes 
in a double boiler till softened, then 
press through a sieve to remove 
seeds. To the pulp add the orange 
and let cook until the skins are ten- 
der. Add sugar and raisins and let 
cook until like marmalade. 

All of the above things are as easy 
as pie to make. I can even make 
them myself in a fairly orderly man- 
ner and I am one of those messy 
cooks that have every pot and pan in 
the kitchen all over the place even if 
I have to boil an egg. Try them all, 
you will like them I am pretty sure.

Of all the madcap adventures in an unpredictable era, the amazing flight 
appears as the outstanding feat of 1938. So unusually success- 
not only non-stop across the continent, but afterwards 
Atlantic, that it is fairly safe to assume that the thought and the 
effort expended upon this flight by this unknown aviator, was not quite so 
wild and haphazard as it seems to be.

It is not particularly praiseworthy to defy rules and regulations, but it is 
the supreme test of human ability to conceive and carry out successfully a 
difficult undertaking without a single mistake of judgment and in the doing 
of it add a fine chapter to the heroism coincident with the development of a 
great new phase of national life. 


Out of the drabness and routine of a humdrum world full of misery, of 
tales of failure, of politics, of war, of human beings caught in webs of their 
own weaving, the shining personal triumph of Corrigan is like a bright light 
in the wilderness. Things can be done where there is a will and a way and 
there need not always be quantities of money with which to do it. Worlds 
are still to be conquered, not the worlds of exploration, of savages and of 
unknown territories, but the uncharted sea of success by personal endeavor 
and personal courage and personal devotion to the cause to which one is 
willing to devote a lifetime. 

It is not necessary for every young man who wishes to be successful to 
buy ‘“‘an old crate” and take a chance of flying the Atlantic.

It is too great a test to ask of any but the most per- 
fectly tuned mechanism. The performance of the nine year old plane speaks 
volumes for the painstaking effort and the skill of Corrigan. Secondly the 
Atlantic cannot be flown by any but a thoroughly skilled aviator, one who 
has been willing to devote 1,500 hours in the air, and countless thousands 
hours studying on the ground. The Atlantic instead is but the 
which must be dared and tried, the mountain of la- 
of determination which is there for each to climb 
before success in any endeavor is attained.

are constantly removed so that the 
bloom lasts until frost. When they 
are gone, nothing will take their 
place against the house, but in nearly 
every case, a small picket fence will 
run out from the house about twenty 
feet and make a front yard or garden, 
and when I use the word SMALL I 
mean just that, as the fences are 
sometimes only 18 inches high and 
right now are covered with the most 
beautiful, old-fashioned rambling 
roses. 

These fences are not the boundary 
fences, for that is there also. They 
are just a charming way of landscap- 
ing the front of a small house with a 
minimum amount of shrubs. It is a 
very attractive thing to remember if 
your budget is low and your house 
small. Three or four packages of 
seeds sown along the inside of this 
fence in the early spring with holly- 
hocks in the back ground will make a 
very gay summer garden. 

Another outstanding New England 
building is the woodshed, and like 
the Virginia smoke house, it can be a 
most decorative part of the landscape.
